On 
the contrary a pacific disposition ie| evi- 
dent. It is in tho situation itself and in 
its p(jasible dovulopiiiuiit that, tile danger 
lies, for Iho day will surely come when a 
limit in iiussibilily in iiiilitary eijuipiiient 
shall have liecni reached. For sumo lime 
p.iat the powers have been drawing oii 
tliu future in their eipenditurea. Tlio 
capital of European debt ia already enor- 
mous and the interest of it makes heavy 
dmiiunds on the industry and resources, of 
tlie various countries. A point must be 
reached aooii, beyond which it will be ini- 
jiijssible to ])roceed in military exi)oiidi- 
tiiro. Tu advance fiirlher means internal 
ruin. There can bo no escape fruiii the 
fact that the burdens imposed by military 
rivalry on the continent which, since 1870, 
liave assumed a marked character, are be- 
coming mora intolerable. The Britisli 
government are especially embarrassed 
by the action of the Australian colonists 
ill regard to Chiiioso immigrants, sinci! 
it has boon taken at tho moment when 
nogotiatiuiis with China were in a very 
critical state The tpiestion of Thibet lias 
reciuircd delicat,e handling. China is ex- 
tremely Run.sitive about the relations of 
hur tributary states with other nations. 
Tho tenderness of the Pekin court in this 
respect being in inverse proportion to 
the strength and definiteness of its suzer- 
ainty. Moreover the policy of tho Biit- 
iflli governtneiit in Asia is to cultivate a 
friendship with China as a set-ofl' to po.ssi- 
hlr diOioulties with I^ussia on tho Afghan 
''c' of icndia! The Chinese are well aware 
' the motives and desires of England, 
and they seem to be playing upon the 
latter's anxiety in order to obtain better 
treatment for their emigrants in Australia, 
The difficulty of arriving at a modxis viven- 
di until the colonies can be persuaded to 
abate their hostility to the Cliinoso is 
douhtlosa c<jn8iderable. Lord Knntsford 
is doing hia best to solve this unforeseen 
problem which .threatens disastrous ellecta 
to Indian government. England is about 
to bring pressure on China by raising tlie 
representative' of the Queen in the caij- 
ital uf Corea from consul-gonoral to niiu- 
iator resident. The change will be more 
important than may appear, as hither- 
to Great Britain has de.ilt with 
Corea through tJliina, and Cuioa would 
thus be treated as an iiuleiieiuioiit country 
Any change of the iialuio indicated would 
bo narrowly acrutiiiizod by China, ul- 
Ihough Gunn.iny, Uua.iiii and the United 
Status have independent representatives 
at Seoul.

Under the above captio.n - Rev. William 
Harrison, in an eiabfirate paper in a cur- 
rent review, points out .some of the falla- 
cies of the current materialistic philoso 
phy. Tlje philosophers of this school are 
quoted by Mr. Httrrisoii as teaching, in 
«xplicifc terms, that "rnw eternal matter, 
the elemental stuff of crontion, js the all 
Bufficicnt cttu.se of every species of lifo. ' 
Thus Profe.s.sor TyndalJaiiys: "The doc 
ta-ine of evolution derivus man in liis to 
tDlity from the interaction of organism 
and environment Uiiough countless ages 
Buchner declares that "bhfi human mind 
is the product of the change of niatter. " 
Moleschott aays '"Thought is a motion of 
matter." Carl " Vogt has also saidi 
"Just as the liver secretes bile, the brain 
aecretes thought." Huxley, in McMib 
Un's Marjazine (1878), said; "I believu 
we shall a,:rive at the mechanical cquiva 
lent of cousciouBness just as we have ar 
rivod at th» meclianical equivalent of 
heat." Thggitia no misunderstanding the 
meaning ottheae utterances, leading up 
to the conclusion expressed by one of the 
aame schoiil that the "soul of man is 
nothing more than a quality of the brain, 
and when the brain becomes disorganized 
- by diseaae atid death the soul punishes 
into nonentity." But doss not sqch a 
theory make demands upon our intelli- 
^'enco and credulity greater in magnitude 
and difliculty than all the miraculous in- 
terventions recorded in the Biblical reve- 
lation ? Tliere are in the material uni- 
verse and in man's physical constitution, 
atill more in the human mind, with its 
rational faculties and moral powers^ such 
indicationa of intolligent design thn^ 
cannot, without violence to our reason, 
Accept the theory that all these liave been 
evolved without intelligence or dejiign, 
ffOffi mere matter set in motion of itself. 



Yet in the terms of matter and motion 
alone the ablest representatives of the nio- 
ohanical conception of the world profess to 
explain the universe and all its phen- 
omena. It is true Huxley, Spencer and 
Tyndall, whUe in varioim wayn commit- 
ting thtiinselves to the theory under re- 
view, object to some of the logical con- 
clusions which the thooiy leads to, and 
confess to a power behind all that is 
"inscrutable," "unknown" and "unknow- 
able." This concession severs thuin from 
those who hold to purely materialistic 
doctrines. It would be a groat niistaku, 
Mr. Murray points out, to hold the 
scientific world coinniittud to the luaturial- 
istic philosophy. Joseph Cook in his 
Boston lectures on biology is responsible 
for the statement that "there is not in 
Oormany to-day, except Haeqkel, a single 
professor of real eminence who teaches 
philosophical inaterialiain." Wiiat is true 
of Oerinaiiy is almost equally true of 
other countries. Dr. J. H. Oladslouo in 
"Christianity and Science" only Itt.il 
December wrote ; " Out of 35 loadiiix 
scientists who recently arranged for a 
dinner to Professor Tyndall only three or 
four were on the . aide of akeptieiani. " 
The late presidents of the •, British Asso 
ciatiun . of Science, the Royal Sooiet^ of 
London and the French Academy were 
Christian men. Aiiioiig the believers 
in Christian theism who have ranked 
among the leaders in the world 
of science are Nowton, Hursclio 
Descartes, Pascal, Leibnitz, Liniueu.s, 
Cuvior, Davy, Leibig, Ampere, Owei 
Agassiz, Brewster, Clerk-Maxwell, 
Thompson. Tait, Dawson, Stokoa, Lionel- 
Beale, Pasteur, Flourens, Olney, Cayley, 
Lord Raleigh, Dumaa, Wartz and Dall- 
inger. "It is diificult for me," says Dr. 
Gladstone, "to remember a single man of 
the first rank in science who is opposed lo 
Christianity, unless that charge can be 
truthfully brought against niy friend, 
Prof. Huxley." Mr. Harrison's article 
shows that the weight of aciontilic opiniuii, 
past and prosent, is in accordance with 
and confirmatory of the truths of revela- 
tion. He concludes witli Prof. Browne, 
that the atheistic gust of recent years has 
about blown over, and that' "without 
theistic belief, we .must stand as dumb 
and helpless before the deeper questions 
of thought and life as a Pa])uan or Pata- 
gonian before an eclipse." 

THE DISTBIC-r ELECTION. 

So far as we can learn, there is little 
danger of the electors of Victoria district 
committing the egregious folly of electing 
the Opposition candidate, thereby binding 
the fortunes of that important district to 
the rump of a hopelesalydemoralized, if not 
defunct, political party. Upon every 
principle of justice, policy and self-in- 
terest, the district should certainly stand 
firmly by the party now in power. Let 
us see how the matter really stands, look- 
ing at it along the utilitarian lines of dollars 
and cents. A careful examination of the 
public records evolves the following facts 
and figures, the accuracy of which cannot 
ba disputed : During the four years Mr. 
Mcllmoyl represented the district in the 
legislature the (total 'amount he and his 
colleague (Mr. Humphreys^ obtained for 
public* works was — roads, streeta and 
bridges, $17,639, and buildings, $725, 
making a total of $18,364. During the 
four years following, when the present 
government was in power, that is, during 
the years 1884. '85, '86 and '87, the dis- 
trict received $46,294, or nearly three 
times as much, for the same pur 
poses. Take another view: The as 
sesaed taxea ir the district for 
the four years ending ,1883 amounted 
to $17,644 and revenue tax collected $4,- 
731, making the total taxes collected dur- 
ing that period $22,276. During the four 
succeeding years the assessed taxes were 
$19,782, and tl^ revenue ta.x 
$4,677, making a total of 824 
459 — not more than a natural iiicieaae, 
certainly not such as to justify tlie 
Mcllnjoyja;) /i.Owl about increased ta.xa- 
tion. Thus it will bo »ecj> tlmt while tliu 
taxes taken from the district under the 
present administration have uuly been in- 
creased about ten per cent., the amount 
given to it out of the provincial treasury 
ha9 ijicreased nearly three hundred per 
cent ! Take ftjjil another view: Total 
revenue paid into the Trei^s^jy during the 
four years ending 1883, $22,276. Total 
expenditure in the district, public works, 
1^18,364; edtt9»fci.on, $17,416; total, $35,- 
779. Expenditure In ommn pf revenue, 
$13,504. Total revenue paid into the 
Treasury during the four years ending 
1887, *2:l,;*f>9. Total expenditure in the 
district, public worka, ^6,294; education, 
$20,622. toUl,>, $66,816.' ^xcevs fit ex-

I'aine uf 
this city and floury I'etoraou of San 
Francisco, the race resulting in the easy 
ilefeat uf the Victorian oarsman.. -/The 
eoiite3t,if such it could bu called, was wit- 
iieaaed by a large crowd of spectators, 
the lUlnilier being e-stinuiloil at from 
aeveii to ei;;lil, liuiidred. 'riiree tiaiii.s 
from Victoria and two from Wellington 
and Nan-iiino convoyed the people to the 
aceni) of the race, the majoriL^' of those 
from thia city arriving by the 2:30 train. 
Henry I'eteraon, with hia boat, ami ac- 
companied by his trainer, Mr. John Muir- 
head, and Messrs. Stevenson and Fhi u- 
dors, wont out by the first train, 
and soon after arriving at Shawl li- 
;;ui Lake, Peterb(jn prepared to titke 
I preliminary M[)in over the courae. 
rVt 10:21.1 o'clock he onterod hia aholl and 
starteil oil', Wui. l-'aine alao taking hiji 
morning practice. lieiiiy Ball started 
out in his own boat, the three oarsmen 
rowing over tho course together. The 
motiooa and style of rowing of the two 
conteaiaiita was keenly Watched a'tid criti- 
cized, It being observed that while Peter- 
aon'a alndl waa deep in the water, and the 
prow iin;lined to dip slightly st every 
atruke, Paiue'a boat, from liia 
lighter weight, awam higher in tho 
water and moved inoru ainooth- 
ly.

The acuUa naed by the San Fran- 
cisco ouramaii were of American make, 
being manufactured by Donahue, of New- 
Burgh, N. H., and measuring about six 
inches across the blado. Paine's sculls 
were of local make, being niauufactured 
by Mr. T. 0. Jones, of thia city, and w^re 
a little broader in the blade than Peter- 
son's.

The victor was recavod with three 
hearty cheers from the spectators, Paine 
also being received witl a cheer, it being 
admitled <jn all sides, tiat althongli out- 
rowed and fairly dofealkd, lie had pulled 
a plucky i-ace tliriniglKtit, and strained 
every iiiuHclo to win. li .speaking of lii» 
defeat he accorded cver^ praise to Peter- 
son as an oarsman, but lelievod that tlie 
lumpy condition of tho ;\'ater placed him 
at a decided disadvantage, especially as 
his boat was so much hijhor out of the 
water than his opponents. Peterson and 
his friends returned to \he city by tho 
train which left tlie lake after the race. 
He will remain in Victosa a few days tho 
gucHt of Mr. R. BeauJiiunp, and will 
thnn visit tho Sound behro returning to 
San Franciscis. It is estmated that fully 
926,000 cl)anged lisnds tn the r>-Bult of 
the race, seyeral Viotoriiis losing heavily.
